Warning as bogus cops cheat OAPs 


THREE elderly people have been defrauded of more 
than £12,000 by thieves posing as police officers. 

They are the latest victims in a scam that since 
January 1 has seen 21 attempts to steal from elderly 
people across Essex. 

On January 15 a man in his 80s in Canvey lost 
£5,000, on January 21a man in his 90s at Leigh was 
tricked out of £5,000 and on January 23, a woman in 
her 70s from Westcliff was the victim of a £2,000 
fraud. 

All the victims received calls from men claiming 
to be Met Police who said they were investigating 
bank account fraud. They asked their victims to pro¬ 


vide bank cards or cash to be used for forensic 
examination. 

The cards and cash were collected by couriers 
using cabs from local taxi firms. 

DS Neil Hudson said: “Elderly people are still 
being tricked by these despicable thieves so it is 
important that everyone is always on guard.” 

Tricksters call their targets several times in an 
attempt to convince them. Another ploy is to ask peo¬ 
ple to call back or to call their bank to verify claims 
that their accounts have been infiltrated. But the con- 
men stay on the line so when the victim starts a fresh 
call to what they believe is a police station or a bank, 


it is the very same tricksters they are talking to. 

The police’s Operation Seaford team has made a 
number of arrests. Anyone with information should 
contact the team at Grays on 101 or call 
Crimestoppers on 0800 555111.

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Wilko fans’ anger over 
ticket touting ‘disgrace’

MUSIC lovers posted angry messages 
on rocker Wilko Johnson's Facebook 
page last week after tickets to his latest 
gig sold out in minutes and were listed 
on re-sale websites at massively inflat¬ 
ed prices. 

On February 25, the Dr Feelgood 
guitarist will perform a one-off con¬ 
cert at the Shepherd's Bush Empire 
with The Who's Roger Daltrey, to cel¬ 
ebrate the release of their joint album 
Going Back Home. 

Wilko exclusively announced the 
album in a YA interview last 
September and confirmed its release 
date last Wednesday, with gig tickets 
going on-sale last Friday. 

However, within 50 minutes of tick¬ 
ets - top price £45 - going on-sale, a 
pair were listed on re-sale website 
Viagogo for £1,000 each. 

Viagogo is designed for fans who 
can no longer use their tickets to re¬ 
sell them to other fans. 

By Monday morning three tickets 
were listed on Viagogo for £1,200 
each, plus a £540 booking fee, £108 
VAT and £9.95 postage - totalling 
£4,257.95 for the three £45 tickets. 

On Monday morning almost 60 tick¬ 
ets were being sold on Viagogo at 


more than £100 each, 13 of which cost 
at least £500 per ticket. 

At similar sites Seatwave and Stub 
Hub on Monday morning, tickets were 
being sold in groups of up to four for 
up to £299.95 each. 

Long-time fans flocked to Wilko's 
Facebook fan page on Friday to com¬ 
plain that 'ticket touts' had been offer¬ 
ing tickets on re-sale websites before 
they had even gone on-sale at 9am. 

Steve Coulson wrote at 9.04am: 
“Sold out!!! Really, at one minute past 
nine, and yet five minutes ago they 
were already on ticket re-sale sites. 
Was looking forward to this. Really 
not impressed.” 

Colston Crawford posted at 9.1 lam: 
“This is one of the great scandals of 
the entertainment industry. Touting 
made legal. It really needs to be regu¬ 
lated.” 

Steven Sedgwick posted 20 minutes 
later: “Scandal - on the site at 8.59am, 
can't get tix, but by 9.05am I could buy 
as many as I wanted on Stub Hub at 
the bargain of £113 each plus booking 
fees. I have followed Wilko through 
thick and thin for 30 years (even down 
to pub gigs in London of 20 people) 
and am very disappointed on this. It is 
legalised touting.” 

Matt Marlow said people re-selling 
tickets minutes after buying them were 


a 'disgrace' and Phil Carroll called the 
practice 'disgusting', while long-time 
fan James Olver complained he had 
only managed to get tickets in the third 
tier, writing: “Why are they not made 
available to real fans first? The fact 
that I've been seeing Wilko play for 
over 35 years counts for nothing.” 

Graeme St Clair wrote: “Gutted and 
feel betrayed.” 

Nick Sendall asked: “Does anyone 
know a Wilko Johnson fan that actual¬ 
ly got a ticket?” 

Concert promoter AEG Live warned 
against buying from ticket touts. 

A spokesman said: “We strongly 
recommend that you only purchase 
your tickets through our official, 
authorised ticket agencies (a list of 
which is on our website at 
www. aeglive. co .uk). 

“We cannot take responsibility for 
the validity of tickets purchased from 
unauthorised agents or other sources 
(including ticket touts) and any tickets 
purchased in breach of our ticketing 
terms and conditions may be rendered 
null and void.” 

The YA will report from the gig next 
month for fans who were unable to 
attend.

An affront to 
democracy 

Parliament soon votes on a 
hastily drafted amendment to 
the care bill. This clause 118 
has become known as the ‘hos¬ 
pital closure clause’. No 
English hospital, including 
Southend’s, will be safe from 
financially driven closures if 
clause 118 becomes law. It will 
not matter how successful or 
financially viable our local hos¬ 
pital is. It could be downgraded 
or shut altogether if there is a 
neighbouring hospital in trou¬ 
ble. We will not get a say. The 
decision to close will be taken 
by government appointed ‘spe¬ 
cial administrators’; they will 
be more interested in balancing 
the books than in patient care. 

Local people, doctors and 
councillors will not be consult¬ 
ed in any meaningful way. It’s 
an affront to democracy. Once 
upon a time the Cameron-led 
Conservatives used to claim 
they would protect hospitals - 
NHYes was their slogan. They 
also claimed no top-down reor¬ 
ganisation. The NHS was safe 
in their hands we were assured. 

The secretary of state for 
health, Jeremy Hunt, is keen to 
rush this clause through. It fol¬ 
lows his defeat in the law 
courts over plans to shut ser¬ 
vices at the successful and sol¬ 
vent Lewisham hospital. The 
people of Lewisham won, but 
they won’t win again if this 
change becomes law. It could 
be our local hospital next. 

There is still time to defeat 


Clause 118 - by putting pres¬ 
sure on local MPs we can force 
the government to scrape the 
hospital closure clause. We 
need to contact our MPs and 
ask that they oppose clause 118 
when it is voted on in 
Parliament in February.

Bill will 
threaten 
free speech 

Once again, at least one of our 
local MPs; Mr Francois, has 
ignored his constituents con¬ 
cerns and done his 
Conservative Party’s bidding. 

He did so tacitly by his 
silence during the blood testing 
centralisation diktat and the 
Rayleigh Action Group’s con¬ 
cerns over plans to release 
green belt west of the town for 
more housing and a Traveller 
site whilst his constituents in 
that area were baling out their 
homes during the summer

The original intent of the 
‘Lobbying Bill’ was to curb the 
power of corporate lobbyists 
(e.g. the Private Health sector) 
and rich benefactors of political 
parties. It did not distinguish 
between its intended targets 
and those other much worthier 
lobby groups such as charities 
and apolitical lobbyists like ’38 
Degrees’ who have been effec¬ 
tive in opposing the bill to sell 
off our woodland and in curb¬ 
ing the Government’s attempts 
to dismantle and privatise the 
NHS (e.g. blood testing) 

Such organisations are fund¬ 
ed by unselfish members of the 
public who otherwise have no 
power to influence Parliament 
other than at the ballot box 
every five years and unless in a 
marginal constituency, no influ¬ 
ence whatsoever. 

At first it seemed quite a ben¬ 
eficial oversight for the coali¬ 
tion to also have inflicted col¬ 
lateral damage on these public 
voices as an unintended conse¬ 
quence of the bill but its behav¬ 
iour since then suggests some¬ 


thing much more sinister when 
members of the major coalition 
party are prepared to vote 
down amendments in the high¬ 
er house who are trying to pro¬ 
tect our democracy, by stop¬ 
ping it becoming the 'Gagging 
Law’.. 

I really worry when a govern¬ 
ment starts to behave like a dic¬ 
tatorship by passing law to 
overturn decisions made in our 
high courts (i.e. hospital clo¬ 
sures) and higher house 
(Gagging Law) and Mr. 
Francois, being a member of 
and supporting such a rotten 
government is culpable in it’s 
erosion of our democracy. 

Apparently. Mr. Francois has 
a military background and 
therefore used to ‘just follow¬ 
ing orders’ but if he had any 
conscience, he should lie stay 
awake at night thinking of his 
part in such a betrayal. 

I appeal you as our local 
mouthpiece to expose this 
betrayal and urge Mr Francois 
to vote with his conscience and 
not with his party’s not-so-hid- 
den agenda to crush opposi¬ 
tion at any cost to our democ¬ 
racy and free speech. 

Perhaps your readers might 
consider that as comfortable as 
they may feel in a rock-solid 
Conservative constituency, 
there are some values which 
transcend party loyalties which 


are being abused by the major 
party of a coalition govern¬ 
ment. We should start to worry 
now in the run up to next year’s 
general election how they’ll 
behave if they win a clear 
majority.

Daltrey and one of Canvey’s finest, guitar legend Wilko Johnson 


E SSEX rock legend Wilko 
Johnson has announced the 
release date for his impending 
album with The Who's Roger Daltrey 
- and the pair will play a special gig in 
London to celebrate its completion. 

They will release the CD, titled 
Going Back Home, on the newly- 
revived Chess Records label on 
March 20. 

Wilko, who shot to fame as the 
songwriter and guitarist for Canvey 
Island rock band Dr Feelgood, exclu¬ 
sively announced the pair's collabora¬ 
tion in a Yellow Advertiser interview 
last September. 

The terminally-ill rocker, who has 
defied doctors' expectations after 
being told he would likely die by 
October 2013, said old plans for a 
collaboration were reignited when 
Wilko attended the GQ Awards a few 
days before the interview. 

He said in September: “I'd encoun¬ 
tered Roger a year or two ago and 
we decided to make an album 
together. That had all kind of got 
swept away but he was there the 
other night and we said, 'Come on, 
let's do this thing'. I like Roger and I 
think we could do something good 
together.” 


The pair recorded the album in a 
single week in November at the 
Yellow Fish studio in Uckfield, which 
Wilko described this week as 'an 
unfortunate name for a place, but a 
great studio'. 

The 11 -track album will feature 10 
Wilko-penned tracks from previous Dr 
Feelgood and solo projects and a 
Bob Dylan cover. 

Roger Daltrey has pledged to 
donate all of his royalties from the 
album to a cancer charity. 

Mr Daltrey said: “I am very proud of 
this album. So much music today is 
over-polished. This record has a 
freshness that can only come from 
the pressures we were under.” 

Wilko said: “I was meant to die in 
October and now I've recorded this 
with Roger. I can't keep gushing, but 
I saw The Who in 1969 when I was at 
university. He's a star to me.” 

Wilko told the YA in September that 
he is working on more original music 
and could have enough for two more 
albums, but suspected they could 
end up being put together and 
released after his death. 

He will perform with Roger Daltrey 
at the 02 Shepherds Bush Empire on 
Tuesday, February 25.

Taliban hit gets 
seal of approval 


Lone Survivor (15,121 mins) 

B ASED on the true 
story of a failed Navy 
SEALs operation to kill 
a high-ranking member of 
the Taliban, Lone Survivor is 
a rousing tribute to the men 
who perished in June 2005 
while serving their country. 

Director Peter Berg is no 
stranger to explosive action 
and male posturing, having 
previously helmed The 
Kingdom, Hancock and the 
water-logged 2012 block¬ 
buster Battleship. 

He is the perfect fit for this 
gruelling material, delivering 
a final 30 minutes that will 
have audiences wincing in 
horror as four SEALs fling 
themselves down the Hindu 
Kush Mountains near the 
Afghanistan-Pakistan border 
during a gunfight with the 
Taliban. 

Broken bones jut through 
shattered limbs and bullets 
scythe through flesh as the 
four-strong team continues 
to fight to the tragic end, 
aware that their struggles 
could be in vain. 

It's a heroic and harrowing 
portrait of bravado in com¬ 
bat and the bonds of broth¬ 


erhood behind enemy lines. 

At Bag ram Air Base, 
Marcus Luttrell (Mark 
Wahlberg), Michael Murphy 
(Taylor Kitsch), Danny Dietz 
(Emile Hirsch) and Matt 
Axelson (Ben Foster) await 
their assignment. 

During downtime, they 
welcome Shane Patton 
(Alexander Ludwig) into the 
ranks via an initiation cere¬ 
mony, which involves danc¬ 
ing in front of the other men 
and reciting a Navy SEALs 
mantra. 

"No matter how dark it 
gets, or how far you fall, you 
are never out of the fight," 
he barks. 

Soon after, Lieutenant 
Commander Erik Kristensen 
(Eric Bana) gives the order 
to hunt Ahmad Shah 
(Yousuf Azami), who is sus¬ 
pected of killing marines in 
Afghanistan. The reconnais¬ 
sance is fatally compro¬ 
mised when three shep¬ 
herds, two of whom are 
boys, stumble on the 
SEALs' hiding place. 

The men argue about 
whether they should shoot 
the locals or let them go. 

"It's nobody's business 
what we do up here,"

argues Axelson. 

Murphy takes the final 
decision to let the villagers 
go and within hours, the 
SEALs are surrounded by 
hundreds of gun-toting 
Taliban. 

The title of Berg's film might 
give away the ending, but 
Lone Survivor still jangles the 
nerves as Luttrell and co 
refuse to surrender in the 
face of overwhelming odds. 

Wahlberg, Kitsch, Hirsch 
and Foster rise to the physi¬ 
cal challenge with gusto, 
propelling themselves 
around hazardous mountain 
terrain as the enemy 
swarms. 

Berg directs the climactic 
sequence with aplomb, 
seemingly turning up the 
volume of sound effects to 
accentuate every crack of a 
cranium on jagged rocks. 

While Lone Survivor hits 
hard in the action set 
pieces, and leaves us 
breathless and slightly 
queasy thanks to brilliant 
make-up, the film is under¬ 
powered when it comes to 
fleshing out the characters 
and their back stories. 

Berg compensates with 
bookended footage and 
photographs of real SEALs, 
including the men who fell 
during this Operation Red 
Wings.

Q. I’ve inherited a house and I’m not 
sure which way to go - sell it or rent it 
out? 

A. One of the key factors you need to 
consider is the condition of the property 
concerned. Let’s assume, for the sake of 
argument, that it is currently looking a little tired. What do you do? 

First, the renting option. The days are long gone when all tenants asked for 
was a dry roof over their heads and an indoor loo! Basically, if you want to rent 
any property out, you really need it to be in clean, up-to-date condition, with 
a good kitchen and bathroom, decent heating, new - or at the very least, 
freshly cleaned - carpeting, and generally in good decorative order. After all, 
the better condition your property is in when someone takes over the tenancy, 
the better the state it’s likely to be returned to you in! If it’s dated and/or 
scruffy, on the other hand, it can only go one way - and it could then cost you 
six months’ rent just to get it to the condition it should have been in before 
you started. 

Conversely, let’s look at selling. Is it really worth spending time and money 
doing it up? I don’t believe it is - and even less so, if you inherited the place, 
since (to be perfectly frank) whatever price you achieve will presumably be 
clear profit! In any case, buyers like to put their own imprint on a property - 
and if they think you have ‘toshed it over’ just in order to sell it, they certainly 
won’t want to pay the extra you may expect for all your time and effort. In 
which case, it’s best simply to give it a good, professional clean - and put it 
on the market. Buyers like potential, and you could be pleasantly surprised, if 
you pitch the price well, how many enquiries your agent gets. Just remember 
not to choose the agent with the highest price and lowest fee; choose the one 
who talks common sense and can justify comments with other sales and local 
expertise. 

So, do you sell up or rent the house out? Ultimately, of course, it’s your call. 
But if it were me, and the property needed some work, on balance I would 
probably go for the former.

Secondly, there’s cover against claims by 
trades people who hurt themselves while working in your property, so for example if they fall off a loft 
ladder.Also, most landlord policies offer protection against lost income should the property become 
uninhabitable following an event such as a fire, flooding or more mundane problems such as a heating 
system that breaks down completely in winter and the tenants have to move out. But there is a final factor 
in the price difference which is less proven. This is the likelihood that insurance companies believe tenants 
treat their rented homes less well than owner-occupiers and therefore are a greater ‘risk’ and, 
consequently, more likely to damage a property and generate claims.But what none of these landlord 
insurance offer as standard is protection against tenant who stop paying the rent. To insure against this 
Think Property offers Rent Guarantee Insurance free of charge which covers a landlord against defaulting 
tenants for up to 12 months and £50,000.

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M any people buy them for normal use 
and I am sure a lot of 4x4 options 
which cost a big chunk of cash never 
even get their tyres muddy or their complex 
terrain options challenged.

CAR production in Britain is at most prolific for 
six years, setting the UK on course to be the 
third largest car-maker in Europe. 

The number of vehicles built last year topped 
1.5 million - a rise of 3.1 per cent and the high¬ 
est volume since 2007, according to the 
Society of Motor Manufacturers and Traders 
(SMMT). And industry analysts predict output to 
hit record levels of around two million in the 
next three years. 

Business Secretary Vince Cable said: "Today’s 
figures are another sign that the British car 
industry is going from strength to strength - 
with one vehicle rolling off a production line 
somewhere in the UK every 20 seconds. Our 
success lies in the appetite from countries 
around the world for British cars. Around 80 per 
cent of the 1.5 million cars we produced last 
year were exported - a testament to the 
diverse, high quality of British manufacturing. 

“It also highlights the benefits of industry and 
the Government working together and we want 


to continue this partnership through a long-tern 
strategy. This will give businesses the confi¬ 
dence to invest, speed up development on 
vehicles of the future and keep the UK as a 
world leader in cars. 

“Our investment of £1 billion jointly with indus¬ 
try will help do this, while also delivering jobs 
and driving growth.” 

Since 2009, there has been a marked change 
in export destinations for British-built cars as 
the European market has struggled with tough 
economic conditions. 

For instance China’s Brit imports have grown 
rapidly over recent years, and the country now 
looks set to become the largest non-EU market 
for UK-built cars. 

Take-up in the USA also remained strong last 
year, and while Russia has seen volumes fall 
since 2012, it is now firmly established as a key 
export destination. 

SMMT chief Mike Hawes said: “UK automo¬ 
tive investment exceeded £2.5 billion in 2013, 
reinforcing industry analysts’ suggestions that 
the UK could break all-time car output records 
within the next four years.”

Southend United 0 Hull City 2 
Rowland Lyons & Brian Jeeves 
reporting from Roots Hall Stadium 

TWO second half goals from Matty 
Fryatt saw Barclays Premier League 
Hull City progress to the fifth round 
and end brave Southend United's run 
in this season's FA Cup. 

Shrimpers manager Phil Brown 
described in his programme notes how 
he, along with his wife Karen and 
daughter Sophie, had danced around 
the kitchen on hearing the draw that 
pitted his former charges against his 
current employers. Indeed, the game 
captured the imagination of the locals 
with a season's best crowd of 10,250 
packed inside Roots Hall. 

Hull had the first opening when 
David Meyler found space outside the 
box but fired horribly high over the 
top. Nevertheless, it was to be a diffi¬ 
cult opening period for the Tigers as 
Southend enjoyed the better chances. 

Kevan Hurst centred for Will Atkin¬ 
son as the Blues probed, but the Hull 
backline averted the danger, while 
Paul McShane had to react to his own 
mistake, clearing up as Anthony 
Straker lurked. 

Southend continued to ask the lion's 
share of the questions. Mark Phillips 
headed Hurst's cross at Steve Harper. 
Then Southend went even closer as 
former Newcastle United keeper Harp¬ 
er was forced to tip over Barry Corr's 
stooping header from Ryan Leonard's 


bomb of a throw. 

It seemed like only a matter of time 
before the home side would make the 
breakthrough. Ben Coker whipped in 
from the left, but Corr and Michael 
Ti mlin were unable to make contact, 
then Harper had to dash out to smoth¬ 
er as Straker closed in. 

Despite the Blues' dominance, there 
was no questioning Hull's Premiership 
quality. In fact they almost opened the 
scoring when George Boyd picked out 
Danny Graham only for Shrimper 
keeper Daniel Bentley thwart the for¬ 
mer Sunderland man with a terrific 
one-on-one stop.

The ball broke to Michael Timlin 
who drove forward before unleashing 
a venomous strike from more than 30 
yards. Harper was rooted to the spot, 
but the busy midfielder's effort can¬ 
noned off the underside of the bar, 
Corr headed the rebounded straight 
into the grateful Hull keeper's gloves 
as the Premier Leaguers took a col¬ 
lective sigh of relief. 

As the game wore on, the visitors' 


class started to show. Graham's low 
strike was smothered by Bentley, then 
the highly rated Southend keeper 
made an astonishing stop by adjust¬ 
ing his feet to knock away Meyler's 
deflected effort. 

But just after the hour Southend 
were finally breached. Meyler played 
in Fryatt, who showed great compo¬ 
sure before scoring, much to the 
delight of the visiting support. 

Southend refused to lie down. 
Leonard's shot was charged down 
while Hurst saw another attempt 
repelled as the home side threw cau¬ 
tion to what was now an extremely 
strong wind. 

With the wet and blustery weather 
conditions worsening, Southend 
piled forward in an attempt to earn a 
replay.
